OH'crs of Assistance from Prominent

NEW Yomc, Oct. Hi. — Abbcy'H Park theatre, 


at tlio sor.tlieust comer of Broadway and 
Twc-nty-Hocoml street, wlioro Mrs. Langtry 
was to havo mado last night her firnt appear- 
ance in America, in Tom Taylor's comedy o( 
"Tho Unequal Match," wad totally destroyed 
by i;re ji'.at as night cnmo on. Tho ilamea 
were firnt yeon in tho proscenium, and spread 
witli unexampled rapidity to tho Htago and 
auditorium. In leas than a quarter of an hoiu1 


the thcniro -waa full of ilamo. At 3 p. in. there 
was nothing of it left but tho ruins of the 
walls.

the house about to go homo. 
Tho scene was 


set for the first act. 
Some one cried "Fire," 


and Lali' a doxcn at tho sumo instant saw 
ilames about the proscenium partition. Tho 
employee [riod to put out the tiro ther.isolvos. 
They fh'st at'cinptcd to rse tho ilrc- anuihiia- 
tors, that were easily reached, but tho effort to 
use them failed utterly. Then an attempt 
was made to get out the etago-hose, but tho 
ihur.cH spread 
with 
frightfully suggestive 


rapidity. Tl.on tho men rushed to tho IJio 
alarm. Meantime the flamon hr.d spread like firs 
in stubblo. ytago Carpenter Henry Chirk, with 
intrepid bravery, went up into the llica to try 
and boat down the tho burning scenes. Ho 
was enveloped in lire, and, finding his retreat 
cut off, got out upon tho roof by one ot tha 
exits, and ran madly toward tho edge, iu 
plain sight of tho ten thousand spectators who 
had already gathered in tho streets, and was 
multiplying to a hundred thor.sitnd. 
Tho 


strong wind drove the ilamos toward him unlil 
he was compelled to drop from tho roof to tho 
top of tho vestibule which covers the Broad- 
way entrance. There he lay stunned, and it 
seemed as if ho must roll oil in the street 
Ilo was, howo.ver, soon assisted by somo of 
tho firemen and bystanders, who reached him 
from the lower stories of tho building and car- 
ried him without further injury to tho street. 
He was dreadfully burned on tho face and 
bauds, and had inhaled smoke and fire. 
His 


injuries wore pronounced i'atal. 


William V. Doran, a scenic artist, after aid- 


ing in the vain effort to extinguish tho fire, 
was driven to the rear of the theatre on Twon • 
ty-soco:id street, where ho went through a 
counterpart of tho fearful experience of Clark 
on tho Broadway side. Doran was compelled 
to leap from an upper window. 
Ho dropped 


on a "projecting cornice, broakiughis log in tho 
fall. These scenes excited tho tttmost con- 
sternation among tho groat crowd in the 
streets, among whom the wildest reports were 
spread that people wore being bnrned up 
in tho theatre, at 12 minutes past 5 throo dis- 
tiuc:t explosions were heard from the center of 
tho theatre. At that timo there was no one 
within to tell what had caused thorn. The em- 
ployes have various explanations of tho cause 
of these explosions, yome attribute them to 
the chemicals used in producing various kinds 
of flame: some said it was tho gas. 
Tho noise 


was as loud as that which would bo made by a 
ten-pound cannon. 
All the stores in the 


neighborhood wore now closed, ar.d their own- 
ers woro on the lookout to protect their prop- 
erty.

Largo quantities of 
these sparks foil 01: tho neighboring roofs, and 
sor.io of thorn set fire to tho building occupied 
by Goupil Ot Co., picture dealers, at the south- 
west corner of 1'ifth avonuo unil Twenty-sec- 
ond street. Fortunately this fire was soon put 
out. Tho body of tho theatre wafl a sheet of 
flumes, and sent a groat light that attracted 
attention in all parts of the eity. Tho specta- 
tors wore ranged in a colossal amphitheatre. 
They weio shown up in the glare as they stood

Germain hotel, tho New York club and 
the 
1'ifth avonuo hotel. Hoys and men

Tho sales of 
tlie pictures were so rapid that even the deal- 
ers themselves were surprised. One man at 
Twenty-third street had a. huge bundle that 
dwindled in a few moments before the de- 
mands of a throng of ladies. 
There woro 


somo astonished people in evening dross stop- 
ped at uolico lines, itanv carriages were de- 
tained and their occupants, who had not hoard 
of the lire, wcro surprised with tho informa- 
tion that their tickets were noi good for to- 
night, Somo of tho ladies wcro incredulous, 
and begged to bo pennittfld to drivo to tho 
theatre. One gentleman who had bought a 
private box for tho night, exclajmed, when ho 
saw tho ilro, "Thank God ! If it had been a 
li tlio later!"

bravery. Alight rain fortunately aided the 
firemen in their work, and at (1:45 tho 'itrects 
were cleared sufficiently to permit the cars 
and stages to pass. 
DiiTcront stories aro told 


as to the or gin of the fire. Ono is that a man 
who was decorating a private box lighted a cigar 
and carelessly tossed the match to ono side. 
Tho match set lire to somo curtains and tho fire 
reached the gas apparatus, which was near, 
and the explosion followed.

was that they were testing the calcium lights 
aiiLlono of tho hydrogen generators exploded. 
One of the attributed causes for the explosion 
is a quantity of tho Material left over uy Mr. 
liaymond and his company, which was used 
for the blowing ui) of Col. Sellers' steamboat 
in "Tho Gilded Age."

PITTSBUEC, Pa.,Oct. 30.—The community of 


McKeesport, fifteen miles from here, is excited 
over the startling disclosures of a series of 
crimes of the basest description. 
The last act 


in the tragedy was tho suieide of Edward 
Coulson, who cut his throat and jumped into 
the rivor. 


On the 9th of August last Coulaon, of Bob- 


bins & Co.'a coal-road on the 
Monongahela 


riyor, above McKeesport, married Jeaunette 
Christy, a widow, whose maiden uamo was 
Jenkins, and who resided at the time with her 
uncle, James Jenkins, of Elizabeth. 
Coulaon 


Was twenty-seven years old. and was known as 
a crack-brained sort of fellow, but strong of 
limb and a good worker. Shortly after they 
woro married it bogan to be whispered that 
Coulson had not married the right girl, thoro 
being a girl living at P,obbins& Co.'s road who 
claimed to have been too intimate with him. 
This statement roaohed the oars of Coulson 
through relatives of his wifo, who, in great 
auger, brought tho accusation against liim. 
ho concluded ho would make a c'.oan breast of 
the affair, and so confessed his guilt, aaked 
ar.d received pardon. 


Nothing more happened to mar the quiet of 


the every day life of the couple until last Fri- 
day a week ago, when Coulsou's sister, Lizzie

ious to make money, and yet women con- 
trive to avoid the most congenial, profit- 
able and healthful occupation of all- 
raising fruits and flowers. Young women, 
destitute of glove and dresa money, report 
dull sonnona for the papers at 50 cents a 
column, run round in snow and wet to 
the fashion 
openings 
of supercilious 


milliners, or go shabby-genteel to rich 
women'ja parties, who treat them with 
tho politeness of waiting maids, eariiin" 
less than the average school teacher, ane5 
.being of less consideration in the world 
than the compositor who sets their type. 


Or, the end of their ambition is to 


teach in ill-ventilated buildings, where 
they grow old and sharp with the worry 
of children and the exactions of school 
;boards and partial parents, when they 
might bo independent and blissful as 
Eve, living, like her, in a garden, and 
gaiiiinn; strength, stamina and freshness 
from tue elixir of sun and sweet air and 
roses as the years go by. The ideal lifa 
for a woman lies between house and 
garden, and whether housekeeper, writer 
or artist, she needs daily hours of florist's 
work to take her into the open air, and 
give her the refreshment of the bloom 
and scent of plants. 
There is so little 


. about florist's work that is hard on tha 
strength, and so much that is cheery and 
inspiring that it would be, if known, tha 
favorite pursuit of women. The reason 
why so lew attompt it, is because, like 
most desirable work, it needs training 
and insight, and the girl who feels per- 
fectly competent to write for auewspapor, 
or take charge of fifty children, would 
not know liow to start a pot plant or rid 
n rose bush of red spiders. 


If you have a delicate girl of fourteen 


whoso health you wish to establish, buy 
her a dozen plants, and two or three 
books, give her a bay window in the sun- 
shine and a garden border to begin with, 
and let her learn step by step, how to 
raise plants. Let her go afternoons twice 
:a week to the nearest florist's greenhouse 
.and learn the process by actually helping 
to pot cuttings, mix earth and remove 


i plants. You had better pay for florist's 
j lessons than for doctor's bills or German 
I classes, if you want to do her good. 
By 


; tho time she is old enough to take a 
: primary school at 8GOO a year, she will 
(know how to manage a greenhouse and 
i garden, which will give her in a few 
years more than a-ny teacher makes. 
[Better sell the lilies and carnations raised 
:from her own garden than tho roses from 
!her cheeks, in wasting toil or loveless 
marriage.— Vicks Magazine. 


A remarkable freak of nature arrived 


in this city yesterday in tho way of a 
ciiilcl which has managed to live for 
seventeen months without that bony 
"dome of thought" which is regarded as 
essential to continued existence. More- 
over, tho child seems to have no need 
for a brain, if the eyes may be believed, 
for, in the absence of a. skull, the head 
is translucent and almost transparent, 
while, by the aid of a lamp properly 
held, it may be perceived that the bruin 
cavity is filled with a colorless fluid. 
Nothing exists in this serum that can be 
perceived. The head is larger than the 
body, the increase of size being almost 
entirely above the temples, anil meas- 
ures twenty-seven inches around. 
Tho 


lower face is perfect, and the child 
would be pretty but for the monstrous 
development. 
Tlio rapid growth of the 


upper head has drawn the skin until the 
eyelids will not close, and tho eyebrows 
are pulled up an inch at least above the 
normal position. When an Enquirer 
reporter visited the child it was asleep, 
and the mother would not allow it to be 
awakened for experiments. A rather 
dim coal-oil lamp was placed behind the 
monstrous head, and gleamed through 
it as though tho skin formed the or3y 
obstacle to the light. 
The veing upon 


the forehead nnd the looks of hair upon 
the back of tho head made the only 
shadows, as was proved by moyiner the 
lamp. The light behind the head illu- 
mined the whole of the interior, being 
as perceptible upon the side as the front 
of the occiput. 
It is claimed that when 


tho child is awake the light of a lump or 
sunlight falling upon the back of the 
head is even more plainly seen through 
the eye-balls or the nostrils, or through 
the ears when placed at one sido. 
This 


remarkable head is covered with an 
abundant growth of auburn hair. 


The child has every appearance, ex- 


cept in the color of tha skin, of good 
health. 
It is fully 
developed, very 


plump, and is said to ba strong, while it 
has a good appetite. In all its habits it 
is regular and like any other child. That 
it should have progressed so far as to he 
weaned, maintaining good health, and 
should havo reached the toothing period, 
is one of the wonders of physiology. Its 
senses are said to be perfect and acute, 
and it possesses enough of intelligence 
to smilo faintly when ticklod, and to 
recognize food when it sees it. 
When 


tho child was born it was known as "tho 
headless baby," as It seemed out oft 
above the oars on a lino sloping toward 
the nape of the neck, while a wrinkled 
skin covered the top. It suffered oreatly 
and its life was preserved with dilYlculty. 
At three or four weeks of ago tho skin 
began to fill out, when the child's suf- 
ferings ceased, and it oiijoyod good 
health. ^ The growth has been constant 
since. 
The child suffers no pain and 


only the inconvenience of being unable 
to sit up, in consequence of its deformity. 
The tension of tho skin is such that it 
does not yield as readily to the touch as 
might bo expected from its appearance, 
yet the child does not seem to experi- 
ence any trouble from this, and wa 
sleeping as sweetly as anybody's cherub 


This child was born February 20. o 


last year, on Boeoli Fork of Twelve-Polo 
Creek, Wayne County, W. V. It is o 
the male sax, and is known as Franky 
Canady. — Cincinnati Enquirer.

night making it a doubt whether he has 
even now left the city. 
Officers Morse 


and Sterling 
arreatod a young man 


named Joseph Watts, Thursday night, 
for stealiag an overcoat. He claims that 
ho was with Dorsey shortly before he 
was arrested, and that he got the coat of 
Dorsey. If Dorsey is in fact iu the city 
he should bo fired out as speedily as pos- 
sible, and if he knows his own good he 
will skip in haste. 
He was strangely 


lucky in getting clear of the charge of 
highway robbery. The old man who was 
knocked down and robbed identified him 
as one oC ot tho men, two officers found 
him iu posessiou of the old man's valise, 
and going through it when arrested, and 
yet Dorsey was discharged by Justice 
Frainey for lack of prosecution.

he 
got into trouble again, and was 


sent to jail by Judge Aylesworth for ten 
days, for disturbing tho peace. The Bee, 
m tho meantime, hunted up his record, 
and found that he had served a term m 
the penitentiary for burglary, hod been 
shot ouce in a saloon row, and had been 
m other troubles.

The IV'ew .Elevator. 


The Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 


company's new elevator is finished, and 
roady for tho machinery which will be 
put in by the Eclipse wiud engine com. 
pany of this city. Work on the elevator 
was begun on tho 27th day of Septem- 
ber, aud the force of men left for Free- 
port yesterday, October 28th, having been 
but one month in erecting the largo 
building, the dimeupions of which have 
before been given to tho readers of tho 
Free Press. The storage capacity of tho 
elevator is about 35,000 bushels ot wheat. 
Thero are fifteen bins altogether, six of 
them are 10x13 feet 4 inches across and 
30 feet deep, and there are six loading 
bins ou tho south side of the building) 
which hold just a carload of grain each. 
The other threo are between those men- 
tioned in size. Olio hundred and fifty 
thousand feet of lumber wos used in the 
building, a greater part of which is 2x4 
dressed scantling, of which the walls and 
bias are built. Tho lumber is laid fiat 
ways, and a great many iron rods run 
through all the bins aud all parts of the 
building. It has been built with great 
care, on the best known plans for an ele- 
vator, and cost the railroad company 
about 87,000.—Beloit Free l^rcss.
